The business agents, or rep- 
resentatives of labor unions, on the other 
hand, are seomingly .oblivious to these 
facts, and only activa.^ in -"efforts at ^home 
that end- u?**diBcord and .a poHlivo and 
serious loss to' their-* constituents. Their 
methods seeid* to be directed to force the 
issue as between employer "and employee, 
regardless of tbe golden; rule or hope of 
redress through legisla'ivo : bnnctnient, 
. Here ie a sarnplii of latter day legislation 
enacted iri -tbe inierests oflcorphrations, 
which intelligent Jahorr'rflpresentatives 
might fabve prevented' had' they been -pres- 
ent, viz : | J[T»e repeal 6f r tbo~gnrniBhee law 
which provided, /or an' exempt ion from ex- 
ecution the wages, of any {workman to the 
extent orji f ty dol lurs' perj' t n3onth . As • the 
law now, stands, tl rougli the money, fur- 
nished by the Grocers' association, eight 
dollars perw.eek'.'t 

..The rat Irodd corporations secured a law 
that makes it prima faca "evidence of theft 
if a brasa ''box" (belonging U the run- 
ning year of a car) is found in any person's 
pN~£sJs*sioti. Another taw on tbe same line 
extends to empty beer bottles, thus sub- 
jecting many innocent holders or possessors 
of the ' same, subject to arrest, . If the 
cge'nta of labor unions were as active and 
watchful of their rights as the agents of 
trusts and corporations are for their em 
ployers in tbe halts of legislation and ad 
jacout lobbies, perhaps, the necessity, for 
strikes or" lockouts might not occur so 
frequently. Why this indifference in this 
direction is so prevalent is past understand- 
ing.' -It- may be owning to ihe foreign 
orgin of labor unions, where the people are 
not the rulers, That the only course to 
pursue to obtain" desired concessions, or 
redress for grievances, is through forcible 
means. 

The righteous complaints of the people, 
as well as unions, are directed against the 
power of "capital, because of its : protection 
by law, and yet, when you have the means 
at hand to prevent this state of -affairs you 
fail to profit by it' At .this moment you 
have the power to elect your candidate to 
represent your interests in thy* respect, if 
you so desire, and I will venture to say that 
you will let tha occasion pass as uninter- 
ested as though you lived in Africa. 

Let a bill be introduced in the next ses- 
sion of the asaembly of the state, to regu- 
late the tariff of express companies, and 
you will find their business agent on hand 
and full of, interest with the members of 
the committeo, who has tho little matter in 
charge. Ditto railroads. Ditto trusts. 
Surety, if political liberty>i8 worth fighting 
for, industrial liberty' is worth voting for,

'.. The moat significant feature of the meet- 
ing of" the democratic- national committee, 
in Washington; was the power exercised 
byJEx-Senator Gorman. It was his influ- 
ence that, knocked out the plan, fathered 
by Mr. Bryan, of holding the democratic 
convention in advance of the republican 
.convention, and it was also his influence, 
that caused Kansas City to be chosen for 
the convention after Milwaukee reemed.to 
have a cinch. Mr. Gorman's powerful and 
unexpected influence in tbe committee is 
not relished by the Bryan worshippers.

-iWhen the* centennial committee, com: 
pbsedofcongre&smen, governors of states 
and prominent citizens of Washington, 
which is charged with arranging for the 
celebration of the' 100 th anniversary of the 
esbrensEmont'of the aeat of 'government at 
Washington, endorsed the project of open 
itig a new federal .avenue from the capitol 
to the' proposed memorial bridge to Arling- 
ton, across the Mall, upon which all future 
government buildings shall- be erected, it 
administered a kn«ck down blow to the 
scheme for unloading the south side of 
Pennsylvania avenue on the government, 
as sites. for public buildings' The Mali 
already belongs to the government. 

Ex-Scnutor Edmunds put a quick stop to 
Unreport that he would join the so-called

The'Brltisdi war office 11 n 11 on need early 
Tuesday that Gun. Cronje surrendered, 
with Ida whole force unconditionally. 
Following is Lord Roberts' dispatch: 
"Gen. Crmije and all of his force eapltn- 
luted .uncondltinnuily ut daylight 'and is 
now a prisoner iu my eamp. .The Btreagll^ 
ot his force will lie eonimuu Seated liiter._ 
I 'hope "that her .Majesty's government 
will eounider tills event jjatlBfactory,,oc- 
eiirring as it does on the anniversary. of 
Majuba." 

Geb. Cronje, comma ndnnt of a Boer 
army estimated at'frotn S,tltt0 to 10,000 
men; retreated from Mo'ddeV River to- 
Wfird • Bloemfoiitelu, lite ciipital of the 
Orange Free Stnte, when' Gen, French, 
with Britlxh troops, effected the relief of 
Klmberley. Gens." Kelly-Kenny and 
Kitchener managed h> head off' the re- 
treat. Gen. French- entile to their :iid 
from Klmberley and Lord Roberts con- 
centrated his whole British ftirce about 
the cornered Boer army. Fighting was 
kept. up almost incessantly for ten days, 
ending, according to- the British war 
ollicc, wiih Crouje's surrender. 

Early on the nioriiing'of the third day 
of Gen. GroujYs grim resistance the 
British infantry engaged the enemy in 
the dry bed or the M odder Klver, The 
morning sun disclosed the Boers tolling 
like ants ua entrenchments around their 
Inagers, A few shells were fifed to pre- 
vent them from continuing the work. 
Every opportunity was given the Boers 
to surrender, but when toward afternoon 
there was "no slgu of any such intentions, 
Lord Roberts determined to crush ouce 
and for all Gen. Cronje's resistance. On 
the south hank of the river at n range of 
about 'J.000 yards three Held batteries 
and twu naval twelve-pounders were po- 
sitioned. On tb,e north liank'iaud enfila- 
ding, the whole fiver, one howitzer, three 
Held lifi'ticried and three naval 4.7 guns 
were, placed. ! 

Then followed 11 most wonderful scene. 
Over. 100 powerful guns concentrating 
their fire upon a spot nboul ri mile square;' 
The ex nlod ing lyddite shells, raised great 
clouds -of green smoke, completely tilling 
the bed of the river- -The shrapnel burst 
on the' edge of each bonkj except for 11, 
short space where tlie proximity ot the 
British infantry made It dangerous. Brit- 
ish shells searched every bush nml every 
ravine of the river tied. Tlie en Iliad Ing 
guiia.iimst have.. done' terrible execution. 
The roar was deafening, yet, With a spirit 
of desperate madness now and again the 
Boers would attempt to snipe tlie naval 
guns which were lirtug ut a range of 
3,000 yards. The long line of three bat- 
teries -belched forth death, while on each 
aide lay two battalions of Infantry whose 
Mnxlms sounded petty bestde the roaring 
big guas. 

It Is universally held that tills M odder 
River battle is one of the moat desperate 
of history. Cronje'a position in itself was 
not of the besf Ti but be was surrounded by 
lint ground, across, which the British 
tun at move to rush the enemy's force. 
It was this unprotected stretch ot conn- 
try whicli 'caused Lord Roberts to hesi- 
tate. He knew that men would fall 
■riiere by hundreds It an attempt were 
made to traverse it, Aceordftijily he 
ptnntcd guns on commanding points and 
from a distaiico he begnu to hurl/ lyd- 
dite mid shrapnel into the Boers' laager. 
In face- of this belching out of sulphur- 
ous death Cronje's force held "on— nn'ex- 
trnordluury exhibition of desperate pluck 
that compels expression of ad ml ration on 
every hand. Yet' it is declared that he 
is open to grave censure for, uselessly 
nnd wnnfdnly sacrificing the lives of his 
men.

Gov, Wood ruff of New, York 
was decidedly the ornt'or.of the evening, 
His subject was "Washington^ the Ex- 
pansionist." It wns'an elorjuent tribute 
to tlie'pollcy of the national ndmlnlstra- 
tlon, nud his references to the' - efficiency 
of Secretnry of War Alger brought forth 
great cheering. 

Referring to the espnnslon policy of the 
Government Mr. Woodruff snld:' 

"The expansion of the United States 
hns been unpnrnlleled In the hlBtory of 
nations. Three hundred and. fifty tkbu-' 
■aud sjiuare miles and 3,000,000 people 
constituted the area and population' .of 
the thirteen colonics.' The; territory hns 
Increased ten-fold and the population 
twenty-five fold. 

"The acquisition, after the war of 
American Independence, of the NorthwcBt 
territory— of which Michigan was "a part 
—Increased by two nnd n. hnlf-.tlmes the 
orlginnl.domnln of the nation. This again 
Was doubled by the purchase of the Lou* 
islana, territory, at an expenditure .'of, less 
than the cost of three first-class ertdscrs 
of our modern. nnvy. The ncqulsitlon of 
Floridn by purchnBo, of the Oregon terri- 
tory by partition," of Texas by. annexa- 
tion, of parts of Mdxico by cession, and 
of Alaska by purchase, again doubled 
our domain, 

"The addition of Hawaii, Porto Rico 
and the Philippine Islands— although 
eqiinl to the territory of the British Isl- 
ands—Increased by only ono-thlrtlelh the 
area of the. United Stnt'es; which,- was 
already nearly, equal to the; whole of 
Europe. Frotn Boston as Ihe Hub, with 
the Cnrollrins nnd the Appalachian mouo- 
tnlus as a clrcumfereucei we had, by th'e 
acquisition * of Alnskn, carried, the. gcog- 
rnpliicnl center of. the nation westward 
step by step, beyond the Golden : Gate, 
until It. matters npt (o-day whether, In 
setting forth for thb furthermost frontier 
ot the republic, we turn our. faces toward 
the rising or the setting sun." , 

On the subject. of the Nicaragua canal 
ho said:.*" ", >■ " 

"Thb Independence of Cubn nnd tho 
possession, of Porto Rico wlll'be of ines- 
timable value to the malii tcuancc of the' 
canal ■ acrosavthc Isthmus" of Central 
America, ",by -which wc. will combine bur 
vast Atlantic nnd Pacific commerce of 
the future Into one grand nud' concrete 
whole. This -canal "will, be constructed
